of Armenian kings, ‘as the founder of 
their national Church. He was boro 
A.D. 257, and after many persecutions 
was consecrated in 302 as the head of 
the Armenian Church. His successors 
took the title of patriarch, later of ca- 
tholicos, and are elected by the Bishops. 
The Bible was translated into Armenian 
about 431 A.D. The Armenian Church 
| was part of the Greek Church till the 
year 491, when its catholicos solemnly 
annulled in full synod the decrees 0 
the Council of Cheloedon. Since that 
time it has been.a church by itself, 
which fact has done much to perpetuate 
the nationality in spite of its people 
havin 

In doctrine it differs little from the 
Greek and Roman churches. 
liturgy of its own, which includes the 
Nicene creed and prayers of the fathers 
used in the Roman Catholic and Epis- 
copal churches. It offers prayers for 
the dead, but does not believe in purga- 
tory nor allow indulgences. It has sev- 
eral orders of clergy, Bishops, priests, 
and deacons, besides minor officers. 
Priests must marry before they gan, be 
ordained, but not after. The priesthood 
is hereditary, the son assuming it on

During the severe winter of the Bal- 
mountains military operations were 
aumosts suspended, but early in the 
spring of 1876 the concentration of large 
bodies of Turkish troops on the borders 
of the disturbed districts caused grave 
alarm to both Servia and Montenegro, 
and, representations to the Porte having 
been made in vain, both countries de- 
cared war against Turkey. In less 
than a year from the beginning of the 
contest It had thus involved the whole 
of the Balkan ions, while all the rest 
of European Turkey seemed on the point 
of open outbreak. The Turkish army 
was immediately raised to a war foot- 
ing by calling out all the reserves, and 
ever 400,000 men were put in the field 
and forwarded to the kans. In the 
meantime the Ambassadors of the Pow- 
ers busied themselyes in efforts te com- 
poses matters and prevent a further 
spread of the trouble, but found their 
task one of exceeding difficulty from 
the palace dissensions, which culmin- 
ated in the murder of Abdul Aziz and 
the elevation of Murad to the throne, 
shortly followed _ deposition and 
the accession of the reigning Sultan. 
In the midst of all these difficulties 
came an incident which destroyed near- 
ly all the hope of peace that remained. 
Some time in July a revolt broke out 
in Bulgaria, no greater or more signifi-

FOUND IN AMBER. 


fmteresting Exhibits in Natare's Im perish 
. able Mmsen mea, 


In many. museums may be seen in 
the. most perfect state of preservation 
in amber fossilized remains of plants 
end animals. The science of Egypt 
ia its highest development did not suc- 
ceed in discovering a method of em- 
balming eo perfect as the simple process 
taking place in nature. A tree exudes 
&® gummy, resinous matter in a liquid 
state. An insect accidentally lights in 
it and is caught. The exudation con- 
tinues and envelopa it completely; pre- 
serving the most minute details of its 
etructure. In the course of time the 
resin becomes a fossil and is known as 
ember, The history of fossil insects 
is largely indebted to the fly in amber. 
And to the preservi ies of 
amber we a ea ols Eevuteies 
of some of the more minute detaila of 
enolent plant structure. 

The coasts of the Baltic are, and have 
been from the days of the Phoenician 


ra, the great source of the amber 
commerce.

of Wight. The fragmenta of fossil 
resin were washed down by the rivers 
from the pine forests of the district 
ih with sediment and vegetable 
In them are found most, per- 
feotly preserved remains of the period, 
48 well as of insect life.

The writer has had several years’ experi- 
énce with a pulper and finda it one of 
the most useful and economical machines 
about the farm.

And where rooteare 
fed to young cattle casting their teeth, 
or old cows losing theirs, much better 
returns can be secured from cutting or 
pulping roots than when the animals are 
oreed to go them with their sore 
mouths, often leaving uneaten half their 
share. It is a fact that some of the 
most succesgful cattle feeders 
two bushels of cut turnips worth as 
much aa three fed whole. The animal's 
comfort must be considered to get the 
best results in feeding.

Veter- 
inary authorities claim that a great 
deal of the trouble with farm horses is 
caused by continuous eoporygenent with 
hay, especially when idle. hen horses 
are working. some bay should certein- 
ly be fed. but the feeder should have 
aome control of the quantity consum- 
ed, instead of allowi a glattoncus 
animal to go: himeelf to his own and 
owner's iutage. Our plan for 
years, which has-been found very sat- 
isfactory, is to feed one team well on 
hay and. grain and make it do all the 
teaming in the winter season. The 
remainder of the sper see we at 
largely on good oat straw, turnips, an 
carrote. @ have found ‘ttle or no 
advantage in cutting the’ craw or pul- 
ping the roots for mp .4 horses, 
when ; me .8 are used, and 
not racks, the strr All be picked over 
and fairly thr ably consumed, if 
care is exerck in feeding it. We 
might add, however, that pulping car- 
rots for foals or yearlings has advan- 
tage over feeding them whole. This 
is oeuaty true with colts losing their 
teeth. Not only should feeding straw 
be chaffed, but there is comnomny in 
cutting up bedding, becausé we all know 
how stock will back lo: straw 
with their feet and-tramp it into the 
dung in the gutter. With chaff this 
is not the case, when economy and 
care are exercised in bedding the ani- 
mals. We know there is often a strong 
protest against cutt straw, because 
of the labor involved, bat is the labor, 
reat as it is, not of a productive sort? 

fe muat agree that straw can be made 
to go much farther when cut 
whole, both for feeding and bedding, 
and in handling the manure there is 

a great economy. When the fiel 

to be manured is within reasonable dis- 
tance of the barn, a large stone-boat 
can be used for cleaning out, and the 
fine manure may be at once spread up- 
on the fleld to be plowed under on the 
return of spring.” 


Frosted Combs. 

We occasionally see advice given in 
agricultural papers to look for frosted 
combs among poultry. This warning 
should not be necessary; but doubtless 
in northern latitudes frozen combs still 
occur every winter. It is a shame, how- 
ever, when there is so much light shed 
upon matters pertaining to poultry cul- 
ture, as is the case at the present time. 

No poultry should be kept in winter 
quarters where it is possible for combs 

| to freeze. No ben will lay under such 
| conditions, so it is folly—just absolute 
| folly—to allow any such conditions to 
}exist. A fowl positively must be com- 
| fortable to lay eggs. and frozen combs 
| are not, we think, specially conducive to 
| comfort. :

If the note is given 
with a view of a contract which the 
other party offers, just write upon 
the note ahead of your signature 
these words: “The payment of this 
note is made conditional upon the 
performance of a contract’for which 
it is given. Always remember 
that no matter what oral contract! 
you have it will have nothing to do} 
with the payment of the note unless | 
it appears on the face of the note.) 
You will never get an agent of any 
fake or swindling scheme to take a 
note payable to him or reterring on 
the face to the contract he makes. 
Tt is not always a sign that a swindle 
is attempted when a negotiable note 
is demanded ; but in regard to deal- 
ing with strangers it may safely be 
said that you will win nine times 
where you will lose once by refus- 
ing to deal with them or their agents 
at all.

This deformity, in which the knee ix 
bent inward, ia rarely if ever congen 
ital; that ie to say, the person is not 
‘ern with it, though of course, like 
many another peculiarity, it may be in- 
herited. Ita usual cause is to be found 
in ricketa, muscular weakness combined 
with bad habits in standing, excessive 
standing, or the carrying of heavy bur- 
dena. 

The nature of knock-knee and the 
manner of ita inception and growth 
may be briefly stated. 

First, there is weakness at the knee 
joints, weakness which, as we have seen 
may be due to any one of various causes 
Then, the tendency to deformity bav- 
ing been established. every movement 
and action of the body, as in the 
case of all deformities, only serves to 
sugtment the Wifficulty, never to rem- 
edy it. 

pihe bones themselves grow in such 
& WAY as constantly to increase the de 
formity. The inside edges of the ends 
of the bones of the thigh and leg grow 
faster then the outside edges, and thus 
the leg is canted outward. As may 
easily be seen by experiment with the 
proper apparatus, the muscles which, as 
ong as the leg was straight. served by 
their influence to keep it so now tend 
by the same influence to bend it fur- 
ther out of: line. ‘ 

There are two methods of treating 
and remedying knock-knee; for “it is 

ble nearly or entirely to remedy 
trouble. 

In early age the severest of cases 
can usually be cured by the judicious 
and persistent use of splints, irons, el- 
astcic force, or other® anparatus com 
bined with massage and electricity. 
Nor must we forget in these cases to 
look well to the cause of the weakness, 
and to supply the constitution with 
tonica, — to use other measures of 


fh eases whore the bones have become 
hardened and “set,” however, an op- 
¢ration is imperative. The more com- 
mon form of operation is to take a 
wedge-shaped piece of bone from the 
inner edge of Ba thigh-bone, or to chip 
off the edge entirely, and so allow the 
leg to come back into its natural posi- 
tion. Then the leg is bound tigtly un- 
til the euts made by the operation 
have entirely healed and the ligaments 
and muscles have become thoroughly ac- 
customed to their new position. 

As the operation is —— rform 
ed, there is no danger of stiff leg, and 
the effect gained is sometimes remark- 
able and permanent if the growth of 
the bone haa entirely ceased.

It is 
certainly a matter of doubt whether

enes’ low apirits upon others. Melan- 
cholia is undoubtedly a disease, but it 
ia one of those diseases which are large- 
ly, if not wholly, under control of the 
will, contradictory though the astate- 
ment may seem. 

There are many diseases recognized 
by physicians as brought about purely 
by patients allowing themselves to 
drift into morbid’ conditions of mind. 
Even dreaded scourges. like typhus 
fever and cholera are known to be in- 
duced by morbid fear. Constant 
brooding over some fancied wrong or 
i inary slight, showing an exagger- 
ated state of selfishness, which is too 
often considered supersensitiveness,will 

dily induce that condition of mind 
nowh as melancholy. 

The selfish idler is condemned by 
everyone; but the one who wastes his 
time in this mach more. foolish manner, 
groaning and complaining until he be- 
comes a chronic hypovhondriac, often 
passes for a hard worker from the very 
excess of trouble he takes to find trou- 
ble. As a matter of fact. such persons 
accomplish very little real work in th- 
world. They are greater wasters © 
time than the most flippant idler o 
the world, because they take away 
from the nerve force and the life of 
others. Minus qaentities, | they repre- 
sent much less than nothing, or they 
reduce the working power of all around 
them, ig pees | them by their con- 
tinuous dole, and plaint. : 4 

Strange as it may seem, a disposi- 
tion to melancholy often appears in 
children, and, if nui cicronraged, may 
develop into a fixed habit in tater life. 

here is no cure better for such mor- 
bid tendencies than some method by 
which the individual can get outside of 
himself and forget his own selfixh in- 
terests and desires. Peevishness in a 
young child should be treated as a ser- 
ious fauit, yet in nine cases out of ten 
the fretful child is petted, and so re- 
warded for his frétfulness ; and the fret- 
ful child, makus the complaining, mel- 
ancholy man or woman. 


A Heredache Plaster.

soap and water, as the oily perspira- 
ation may interfere with the action of 
the. plaster. One great advantage of 
cayenne ry plaster over mustard is 
that while the latter frequently blis- 
‘ere, the former never does so, no mat- 
ler -how stro it is applied. In the 
uso of mustard, if the skin is broken 
all treatment must cease until it heals 
but with preer when the plaster 
loses its effect another may be applied 
without unpleasant consequences.

A correspondent writes from Lon 
don, England, in thia vein about the 
Lord Mayor's parade: The Lord May- 
ora show. offers the beat opportunity 
that is presented in a twelve-month to 
Se & typical English crowd. I forced 
my way up Fleet street this \morning 


}&n hour before the procession was tim 


ed to start. The crowds became dens- 
er, and by the time I reached Cheap- 
side locomotion became merely a mat- 
ter of strength and patience. From 
curb to curb there was one solid mass 
of cockne yim. *Arry and ‘Arriet inal! 
the glory of holiday attire cracked their 
rude jokes and indulged in the uncouth 
horseplay without which no denizen of 
the east end could properly enjoy 4 
holiday. The street peddlera were do- 
ing @ thriving business in official pro- 
grammes and penny panoramas of the 
pageant. Overhead there was no stint 
of bunting, and the effect of the vol- 
ume of flags and garlands dancing and 
fluttering in the sunlight was quite in- 
Spiriting. The little iron baleony of 
Bow church, from which Charles II. 
used to enjoy these same processions, 
was crowded with spectators, while 
overhead the clanging Bow bella threw 
out to ee listeners the mem- 
ory of Dick Whittington. 
THE.-PROCESSION MOVES. 


Then came a blare of trumpets from 
the vicinity of the Mansion House. The 
great mass of people swayed and surg 
ed and crowded in the effort to find 
an individual coign of vantage. A pha- 
lanx of mounted policemen, followed by 
* gorgeously apparelied marshal, push- 
ed their horses through the multitude, 
and the procession waa on. 

The most attractive feature of the 
show was a procession of Lord Mayors 
on horseback, namely, Sir Richard Whit- 
tington, 1406; Sir John Gresham, 1547; 
Sir Thomas Middleton,- 1618; Sir John 
More, 162); Mr. Bras¢ Crosby; 1771; 
Mr. Samuel Birch, 1814. These were 
followed hy St. George of England on 
horseback and twelve mounted knights 
in armour. The Lord Mayor, in his 
ponderous state carriage, came at the 
end of the procession. 


CONCERNING THE COACH. 


This old gilded State coach deserves 
more than a passing word. In 1757 
each of the aldermen contributed 60 
guineas for building it. Subsequently 
each alderman, when sworn into office, 
contributed a like amount towarda its 


3, but, in a few years the whole 
expense falling upon him the coach was 
transferred to the Committee: of Gen- 
oral Poppa, for them to see to its 
repair. It has been a very expensive 
ornament from first to last, and in 1812 
cost no less than 700 gui for re- 
pairing and refitting. Its weight is near- 
y ‘w tons, and it is always drawn 
by » « horses. 

REGARDING THE ROBES. 


It is necessary for the Lord Mayor 
to have four cha of raiment in or- 
der to sustain the dignity of his office. 
The first of these is worn when he 
presents himself before the Lord Chan- 
cellor at Westminster, in order to hear 
that the Queen approves of his selec- 


tion for the office. Thia consists of a 
wide-sleeved, velvet-faced, fur-trimmed | 


robe of purple silk rep. This must be 
worn also when he sits 
at the Police Court and at the sessions. 
He wore in the coach a superfine scar- 
let, west of England bese 

med with sable and lined with pearl 
silk. At his side was the famous 
handled sword which Queen Elizabeth 
used in 1571, when she opened the first 
Royal Exchange. This robe will also 
be worn u

‘ None of 
these robes is worn by the Lord May- 
or at a court levee, but he is distin- 
guishable from other velvet-clad cour- 
tiers upon these occasions by his chain 
of office, whose pendant contains dia- 
monds of the estimated value of ,£120,- 
000; before being sworn in the Lord 
Mayor-elect executes a bond for its 
safe custody. The cost of the different 
robes is over 200 guineas, and they are 
& perquisite of the office. 

DEFINING HIS DUTIES. 

The Mayor pe at the sittings 
of the court of aldermen. He presides 
similarly over the court of common 
council. He is chief conservator of the 
River Thames. He attends the com- 
mission of sewers and various other 
committees for municipal purposes. He 
is in repeated communication with the 
Government on matters relating to 
the special rights and privileges of the 
city, which are greater than those of 
any other municipality in the kingdom.

About the House. 
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- The Ol Stove im the Cellar. 

Not many cellars can go tht gl. the 
winter without some of the « alente 
freezing unless extra prote thea is 
given. Many people take it fr goant- 
ed that the cellar will freeze nd 
t annually dump ot « few 
bushels of potatons and other vage- 
tables. And quite frequently canned 
fruita and apples come in this ka. 

Now, if you will do « little figuring 
you will see what this means. A few 
dollars worth freezes one winter, a few 
dollars the next, and the next and the 
next. It takes but a few years to dump 
® hundred dollars’ worth of frozen 
stuff from the cellar. It is done oe a 
little at a time eo that it is hardly no 
teed. But it is one of those deceitful 


little leak holes that ie industriously |. 


sepping the farmer's prosperity, while 
be is just as industriously swearing at 
his general bad luck in‘ not getting 
along. We once had a neighbor who 
had « large crop of potatoss one fall, 
and as the price wae low he put them 
all in his cellar, anticipating a better 
spring price. He banked up the house 
and took unusual precautions in pro- 
tecting the cellar. But it happened 
that the winter was a very cold one, 
the thermometer hanging far below zero 
for days at a time during January and 
February. Well, his cellar froze in 
spite of everything, and he lost « great 
many of his potatoes, near $100 worth. 
Now, all such losses and annoyances 
from the cellar freezing are no longer 
necemtary, They should be classed with 
the evils of the past. And the remedy 
lies in the little otf stove. Yes, blessings 
on the little/oll stove! 
Two years we purchased one and 
have used it now for two winters in 
heating our céllar, so I know whereof 
I roe To insure absolute eafety we 
keep ours in the middle of the cellar on 
the earthen floor, with all burnable 
materials removed from pear it. When 
the bricks near the bulkhead begin to 
look frosty we take warn We light 
the stove duri the evening, burn. 
it for two or three houra before 
time. By that time the cellar is euf- 
ficiently warm that all danger of frees- 
ing for the night is over. As a 
find that this one lighting of the stove 
sufficient for the day, unless the 
weather is very cold—say from 20 to30 


degrees below zero, with a pleasant lit- | ting 


tle north breeze on dock—such as we 
enjoy up here in Minnesota occasionally. 


At such times we light the stove again >the 


early in the morning and burn it for 
an hour or two. : 

Previous to ting this stove we used 
to resort to all sorts of methods to keep 
the cellar from freezing. The founda- 
tion of the house was covered with 
building paper, kettlea of hot coals were 
taken in the cellar, and the-potato bins 
were covered with old quilta and car- 
pets. But despite ali these bother- 
some precautions things would some- 
times freeze. One winter when pota- 
toes were 85 cente a bushel, we had a 
good many freeze. We lose enough that 
one winter by freezing to purchase sev- 
eral ol] stoves. But like many others 
we were ignorant of what a thing 
we were — ing. - Now that we have 
found out we will never again be with- 
out an oil stove for heating the cellar. 
The ease and convenience of it cannot 
be comprehended nor ap

in width. The height of main building 
is 82 foet with towers of 80 feer. The 
building itself is constructed entirely of 
thorn woods, all of which are found 
in Georgia in which Atlanta is situated. 
A list hangs near the entrance and gives 
the varieties as follows: “ Long leaf 
yellow pine. hickory scaly bark hickory, 
beech, black gum, poplar, spanish ak. 
sweet gum, black jack, ash,wild cherry, 
willow, maple, Lron wood, white oak, 
rel oak, tupola gum, dog wood, cy ; 
and other woods.” Wahoo os epee 
wood bark is used to cover the outside 
of the building and bas a» very unique 
appearance. ‘The whole design is rastic, 

¢ exhibit consists of a variety of first 
productions in the shape of logs, boards 
and sections of trees, ornamental and 
fancy fences as well a« extensive col- 
lections of ores. The great exhibit here 
is very complete. One feature in this 
section impressed me very much—a 
topographical map in wax show:ng hill 
vrms as they were formerly, full of 
gullies made by floods and heavy rains, 
almost uscless. 
sand but productive. Adjoining this 
another map showing process of rono- 
vations by circular embankments, 
ditches and sodding running around the 
highlands, and tree planting.. And then 
@ third map showing the form in its 
renovated state, They occupy large 
spaces on the floor of this section and 
are coloured to represent nature. The 
result of this system is said to be very 
aatisfactory. ‘The woods exhibited are 
ash, oak, red cedar, poplar, pine of two 
classes and many other minerals abound 
of all classes.

THE ARMENIAN MASSACRES 


Mow the Christians Are Treated by the 
Breial Tarks. 


The city of Erzeroum may be called 
the capital of eastern Turkey. It is 
the seat of a Turkish Governor-General, 
and has a large garrison. It is also 
the residence of English, Russian, and 
French consuls-general. The popula- 
tion, about 40,000, is overwhelmingly 
Turkish, the Armenians numbering not 
more than one-fourth of the total. The 
latter have been, however, among the 
most progressive of their race, and their 
schools have gained a reputation in 
Europe as well as in Asia, They have 
been @ prosperous community. Almost 
the whole trade of the city, transit as 
well as local, has been in their hands. 
With prosperity has come corservatiam, 
and the machinations of revolutionists 
found little encouragement among 
them. If any community ever deserv- 
ed well at the hands of ita ruler, the 
Armenians of Erzeroum deserved pro- 
tection at the hands of the Sultan. 

‘The massacres in Trebizond and the |

Au lateresting Record of Big Cheese Made 
in fagersel! District. 

The first mammoth cheese ever 
turned out in Canada—and, we be- 
lieve in the world—was made by 
the late Jas. Harris, thon maker at 
the old Ingersoll factory, since _re- 
moved, one mile south of the town. 
This was in 1868. The cheese 
weighed 7,000 is. It was a great 
curiosity——a sort of world’s wonder. 
Ig was taken by Mr. Harris and the 
late Daniel Phelan through Canada, 
the United States and England on 
exhibition. 

The second big cheeses was made 
the same year by John Smith at 
the factory which then stood on the 
4th con. of Dereham, three miles 
east of Mdunt Elgin. It weighed 
4,000 ta. 

After these «ll the big cheese 
were made by James Ireland, now 
of the Beachville factory and also 
the owner of a factory in West 
Zorra. Mr. Ireland was then and 
for many years maker atthe West 
Oxford factory (Galloway's). The 
list is as follows :— 

In 1886 two of 5300 Ibs. for the 
Hately Bros., Brantford. 

In the following year three of 
5500, two of 2500 pounds and a 
number of 600 pounds for Lipton,

same dealer.

SUDBURY DISTRICT 


Sudbury, Jan. §.—It is a yery easy 
matter to review the mining operations 
in this district for the past year. Only 
one company was constantly at work 
throughout the whole year. This was 
the well-known Canadian Copper 
Company, of Cleveland, Ohio, and only 
two of their mines, the Copper Cliff and 
the Stobie, were worked during the past 
Season, but on a larger scale than ever 
before, the combined output of both 
mines having been over 850 tons of ore 
a day. The Murray Mine, belonging 
to the Vivians, of Swansea, Wales, was 
closed down early in the season for 
some unknown reason and still remains 
idle. No work wasdono at the Blozard 
Mino, but the smelter was kept going 
till late in the fall with ore from the 
Worthington Mine. The Travers Mino, 
in the township of Drury, was also 
closed down all the year. but the smelter 
was run for a short time last spring on 
a special contract for matte. 

ut, nevertheless, there was only a 
slight falling off in the total production 
of ni from the mines of this district 
for the year, as compared with that of 

previous season. The output in 
1804 was 4,997,791 pounds, and im. 1895 
by the reports in the last issue of the 
ngineering and Mining Journal, of 
New York, 4,566,542 pounds. The most 
of the matte was exported to the United 
States. and the rest to Europe. Then 
besides the nickel contents, the Sudbury 
mines yielded about the same quantity 
of copper, or 4,731,000 pounds, and near- 
ly 10,000 pounds of cobalt for the year. 

Though no progress was made in the 
development of our nickle mines last 
year the prospects are more encouraging 
for the coming season. For one thing 
the consumption of nickel har been 
largely increasing of late, and the de- 
mand is Ukely to be vastly greater in 
the near future, as an important new 
use has recently been found for nickel 
steel, in the making of safes and vaults. 
for which itis especially adapted and 
Superior in every way to any other 
metal. The day isevidently not far 
distant whon more or less nickel will be 
used in every pound of iron and steel 
made in the whole world, and then, if 
not before then, the great nickel mines 
of this district will be worked on an 
adequate scale. 

The latest bit of interesting news in 
connection with the nickel mining in- 
dustry is the announcement that a 
“nickel combine” has bean formad be- 
tween the French company that con- 
trola the New Caledonia mines and the 
nickel refiners of the United States. As 
a result of this agreement the price of 
nickel, which is now about 25 cents per 
pound, in large quantities, will likely 
go upsoon. And when any material is 
advancing in price everybody is more 
ready to invest money in the mining of 
it, so that we are now almost sure of 
seeing far more activity and interest, if 
not a regular boom, in nickel mining 
here before the present season is over. 
We can stand it after the depression of 
the last five years, or ever since the new 
mining 'aw came inte force,

The Honourable Fast India's Com- 
pany’s war steamer Punjaub lay idly 
at her moorings in the pert of Aden. 
Aden ia alwaya a hot place, bat on, thie 
particular aftermoon the heat waa in- 
tenes, to a degree surpassing the ex- 
perience of the moat seasoned hands on 
board.

FAMOUS BRITISH SHIPS. 


SHORT SKETCHES OF SOME OF THE 
MOST NOTED. 


Five Rmatioh Weasels That Hare Berne the 
Nome Redymten—Frem Creswell te 
Victoria. Wy the Names of British 
Nene War are Banded Bown. 


Tt i around

Endymion—names with wonderfal bhat- 
tle records—that much of English his 
tory is conftructed, and aa the names 
are handed down from ship . to ship 
the records go with them, and thease, 
with the accompanying legends, make 
men braver and more ready to do or, 
dia. \ 

A short history of the British war 
ship Endymion—the present ‘one is a 
first-class cruiser—will be of interest 
in this connection, especially aa her 
historian mentions ah advanture which 
she had with the United States frigate 
President, Captain Stephen Decatur, 
January 15, 1815, just outside of Sandy 
Hook, and which is one of, the bright- 
est pages in her annals—and even as 
told by an Englishman, much’ for an 
American to be proud of. 

The first Endymion to be found in 
British naval records did good service 
for’ the commonwealth during the 
years 1652 and 1653 against the Dutch. 
Capt. Jarvis Coachman commanded 
the “frigate” of 360 toms, 26 guria, 
140 men—a merchantman provisionally 
armed for the war—after which she 
reverted to her original calling and is 
mentioned in State papera no more, 
hut her record livea after her. 

The first man«of-war, Endymion, of 
Che Royal navy, was a 44-gun ship, 
built on the Thames in 1778—a small 
twovecker of 894 tons. She was 
built to war with France—then the 
ally of the revolted American col- 
lonies. She had a gun deck of 140 
fest, and her beam waa %8 feet 1 1-2 
inches. 

She served uneventfully until April, 
1782, when, while on the Jamaica sta- 


tion, she 
EARNED RENOWN 

in a battle with the French fleet under 
DeGrasse off  8t. Lucia. Her 
captain was Edward Tyrrel Smith— 
afterward an admiral. After the war 
she was lost in the West Indies on a 
rock that has ever since borne her 
name. 

The next Endymion, a 44-gun vee 
sel, was built in 1797. She stood at 
the top of the frigate group, carrying 
their main armament on a single 
deck, and was one of the finest and 
moet powerful frigates of Nelson's 
day. She was of 1,277 tons, 192 feet 
10 inches in length, and 35 feet 7 38 
inches in breadth. She was on the 
moxiel of the Pomone, the finest fri- 
gate the English ever took from the 
French, captured. by Sir John War- 
ren's squadron in April, 1794, and in 
armament was away ahead of the 
older class, mounting twenty-six long 
re aan pounders on main 
deck. 

She hoisted the pennant of Capt. 
Sir Thomas Williams in vay, 1797, and 
the following October, while in the 
North Sea, was baptized with fire in 
an affair with the Du line-of-bat- 
tleship Brutus. She sighted the big 
Dutch two-decker, a seventy-four, at 
anchor under the heights of Hinder, 
with two gunbrigs in company. She 
bore down on the Beutus an fought 
her as long as daylight lasted. She 
was joined by the Beaudeu, « 40-gun 
frigate, at ten o'clock at night, and 
although they were considered hardly 
@ inateh for the Brutus, the Brutus 
ran away from them. : 

Thereatter she served on various 
stations, under yarious officers, and 
a@ined fame, until the great war with 
Napoleon, in 1803. She captured, on 
the 25th of June, that year, the 
French If un corvette hante, 
which was the first of the British 
navy’s notable line of Bacchantes. Of 
ber during that war it is said: s 

The Hon. Sir Charles Paget, while 
cruising in the Endymion, frigate, on 
the coast of Spain, described a French 
ship of the line in imminent danger, 
embayed — rocks on a lee shore, 
bowsprit and foremast gone, and rid- 
ing. by a stream cable, her only re- 
maining one. Though it was blowing 
a gale, Sir Charles bore down to the 
assistance of his enemy, dropped his 
sheet anchor on the Frenchman's 
bow, buoyed the cable, and veered it 
across his hawser; thus the disabled 
ship succeeded in getting in, and thus 

700 LIVES WERE SAVED 
from destruction. After performing 
this chivalrous action the Endymion, 
herself in great rl, hauled to the 
wind, let go her bow anchor, clubhaul- 
ed, and stood off shore on the other 


tack. 

This incident haa been made the 
subject of a poem by Sir Edwin Ar- 
nad, “whtek closes: “Never was nobler 
salvage made, never a smarter sea 
deed done !"’

Other British war vessels have zreat- 
er records than the Endymion, but she 
has been selected because her fame was 
pe teakgelay made at the gateway of the 
Ualoa=< ew York Times.

New Onreans, Dec. tith 1898. 


Te the Editor of Tae Review. 


Mr. Eprror,—We passed over the 
read from Chattanooga to within a 
hundred miles of this city in *he night, 
The distance bet ween’ the two points is 
about 40 miles, For a time after day- 
light we were in a continual pine forest 
which looked like Norway pine and 
second growth of a good many vears. 
As we neared New Orleans the country 
changed and presentad « more thrifty 
appearance showing the cultivation of 
corn, cotton and rice. Before reaching 

city we crossed an arm of one of the 
Bayons, so far at one time from shore 
that we could not distinguish the land. 
It was a part of the Gulf of Mexico. 
‘the road. Southern Pacific, was built 
on piles—having no ice here makes it a 
og arpey ad safe process. We stoped 
at the *‘ Cosmopolitan.” kept on the 
European plan and very conveniently 
situated for reaching business parts of 
the city. The principal streets of New 
Orleans are Canal and St. Charles Sts. 

@ one, Canal street, is from one ex- 
tremity of the city to the other: is very 
broad with two rows of trees in portions 
of italong the centre. All street cars 
appear to start from this street. down 
which there are in some places four or 
five lines, The principal general retail 
business is on this street. The north side 
having wide sidewalks at least 24 feet 
and covered, protecting the shops and 
people from the sun. 8t. Charles com- 
menoes at Canal street and running 
south at right angles. On this there 
are situated most of the banks, express 
offices, R, offices, falegrapha, ete., 
with theatres, hotels, restaurants, ete. 
Of course there is retailing’ there also 
but nothing like Canal street. Tho rest 
of the strects of the city are mostly 
MArTOW, some Very narrow-—- merely 
lanes. ‘The first thing that strack me 
was the sewerage or drainage which is 
accomplished by surface drainage along 
the sidewalks “in open stone drains. 
The reason for this is they can't make 
undergrounddrains owing to the low- 
ness and flatness of fy don which 
the city is built. These sewers or 
rains are “ flushed” with water fre- 
quently during the day. I could not 
help thinking that during the extreme 
hot weather this must be a great source 
of malaria and typhoid, but none made 
such statement, The Streets are paved 
with large stone a foot or more aquare 
carefully laid so as to form a solid stone 
mass. very rough and noisy as compar- 

with asphalt, @ Were not par- 
ticulary impressed with the negro ani 
as we were at Atlanta, Chattanooga, 
Cincinnati, and cities farther north: 
The crowds we met on the streets were 
Americans, French Germans, Mexicans, 
Italians, Spaniards, Creols, etc. We 
saw none of your Geogia “ Cracker” 
style (poor whites with style of dress of 
50 years ago.) They may exist but did 
not come to the surface in a way to be 
noticeable. Of course the negro is here 
living in outside portions of the city, 
New Orleans has a population of from 
270,009 to 800,000 spread out oyer con- 
siderable territory. The princi pal public 
building is the Custom House which 
covers a whole block, the post office and 
city building. The city outside the 
immediate business part appears to be 
divided about as follows: One section 
French Creole, another more imodern 
American in style of buildings with a 
section of Negroes and Italians. One of 
the points of interest were the ceme- 
teries which are out of the city about 2 
miles.~ There are several divisions but 
the moro modern make up a city of 
tombs aboveground. The extent fo us 
Was most surprising. Streets upon 
Streets Of tine marble and stone build- 
ings for the dead. The one we gave 
moet attention to was called '‘Metairie,” 
why I can't say. It was formerly 
known as the ‘* Howard " cometery,who 
ave the land. He was the great 
ottery king. Quo of the finest tombs is 
his, and looking through the plate glass 
ryou see him in marble, life size, 
This appears to haye been erected by his 
family, with places along the inside for 
others, At theentrance of the cemetery 
iS a large mound, some 20 feet high, in 
the centre. A decor opens into it on one 
side at which stands a soldier, life size, 
in marble on guard. On top is a statute 
on horseback of General Albert Sidney 
Johnston, life size. This*was erected 
by the survivors of the army of the 
Tennessee which he commanded on the 
Southern side. He was killed at the 
battle of Shiloh in 1862. The tomb was 
open and we saw many inecriptions to 
him and others buried there. One near 
the door was, ‘In his honor and their 
brave comrades who with him died in 
the cause in which he f. ught.” An- 
other, “ Before man made us citizens 
great nature made us men.” Another, 
“They love their land because it is 
their own—and scorn to give aught 
other reason why.” General Beaure- 
gard was placed here at his death in 
1883. A great many battles are also 
commemorated on the inside of the 
tomb. The streets of this cemetery 
abound with trees and flowers, special- 
ly the Southern oak (green as in our 
month of June.jand roses. “As we left 
the city in the early morning we cross- 
from the east to the west banks of 
the Mississippi. . It was full of steam- 
ers and saneala of all classes and kinds, 
* busy scene with all its Southern 
guaintness, As we left on the Southern 
acific R. R. westward we passed 
through the most highly cultivated part 
of Louisana. Cotton fields, sugar 
plantations, rice fields, and corn fields 
following in quick succession. I can’t 
exactly explain why, but the impression 
Was strong on my mind that the plant- 
ations of the South were since the 
abolition of slavery in a etate of decay.

The British Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, speaking at the Salisbury Club, 
Bristol, recently said he believed the 
Government might consider themselves 
to be a truly united Cabinet. As Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer be had only a 
single appeal made to him for the re- 
mission of taxation. There were un- 
questionably hard cases in reference to 
the death duties, and he hoped to be 
able to rectify instances of that kind.

4 GREAT NAVAL FEAT 
Great Britaie Has Mebilized a Pewerfal 
Fleet in Five Pays. 

A special cable to The New York Sun 
from London says:—Great Britain has 
successfully accomplished the greatest 
naval feat on record. She has mobi- 
lized a powerful fleet from her naval 
reserve, and manned and equipped it 
ready for instant service all within 
five days of unexpected ordérs being is- 
eued at the most unfavorable season of 
the year. Nor is this all. She has at 
the same time prepared and commis-| 
sioned large re-inforcements of the reg-! 
ular channel squadron, and sent 
relief crews and ships to other  sta- 
tions. This great achievement is in 
marked contrast with what horned 
in a similar emergency in 1885, when 
war with Russia seemed imminent. It 
then required two months to accomplish 
what has now been done in five days. | 
It is now well understood that the! 
German Emperor's famous message was) 


sent solely upon his own initiative, and! 
that, far from meeting the approval of | 
his Russian and French sympathizers, | 
it has evoked their strongest repro-| 
bation as untimely and ill-advised. No! 
one, it may be said, regrets so keen! 

the sending of that message as the per- | 
gon to whom it was addressed. It has) 
almost spoiled President Kruger’s plans, | 
and it has greatly improved England's | 
position. [I am speaking now on high | 
German diplomatic authority, in which 
I have strong confidence. President 


Kruger has full knowledge of all de-!.

ment. His plan was, after thwarting | 
the conspirators, to couple his demands | 
upon the British Government for re- 
dress with a sharp indictment of Eng- 
land and proofs of guill’against every- 
tualy involved.

The answer is simple. She haa been 
for ever so long a boarder of the yel- 
low metal, withdrawing from circuls- 
tion not only the product of her own 
mines, but aleo the foreign coin and 
gold bars imported into the country. 
Hardly any gold leaves Russa, while she 
receives annually from outside $80,000, 
600 to $90,000,000 worth of it. Thus she 
has got together a gigantic heap of 
specie by draining the channels of the 
Monetary circulation of the world. The 
Treasury of the Czar now contains about 
9630,000,000 in gold. 

It is not known why Russia has adopt- 
ed this, policy of hoarding. Perhaps it 
may hare been for the purpose of im- 
proving her oredit and financial stand- 
ing @meng the Powers. If so, the plan 

been successful. It has been con- 
tended by other authorities that the 
gold is a war fund, 

The hoarding of gold, which signifies 
its withdrawal from circulation, hinders 
the flow of the world's commerce and is 
an injury to the latter. It would be an 
immense benefit to all mankind if the 
stores of the yellow metal now held by 
individuals in India could be made avail- 
able for general use. Ever since the 
dawn of history that country bas been 
gather ng gold and hiding it away. Pling 
who died in 79 A.D. complained’ that 
India drew from the great Roman Em- 


xasper-|pire not less than §2,700,000 in gold 


and silver yearly. A Frenchman nam- 
ed Bernier, in 1699, writing a report to 
his Government from Delhi, said that 
“the gold and silver of the world, after

How to Suceeed With Co-Operative 
Dairying. 

The first essential in running a co- 
operative creamery is that no one con- 
siders honors or pay. There must be no 
dictator; the business must be run in 
the interest of the patrons. Officers 
must be milk producers and must re- 
ceive no other remuneration than that 
which comes from their own dsiries. The 
Manager is an exception, as he must be 
a salaried officer, his duties requiring | 
al: his time. The president must be a 
good business man with sound judgment. 
The secretary and manager had best be 
the same person, as it saves confusion 
im many respects. For a co-operative 
creamery, great care must be used in 
selecting a manager. He must be well 
informed, a thorough dairyman and 
capable of pleasing the patrons. A 
hustler Is not always the best man for 
& manager; hustli hurts ree. 
Conservatism must actioed at all 
times. The accounts of the creamery 
must be looked over at regular intervals. 
Let the treasurer pay all bills. Select 
for the directors nine of the best men 
attainable, well distributed over the 
territory and the most influential in 
their respective localities, 

After selecting officers the next im- 
portant point is purchasing a creamery 
outfit. Select a good committee and 
leave the entire matter with them. Have 
them visit two or three successful 
creameries, make a list of the machinery 
oengar é and place a competitive order 
with three or four reliable firms. 
First know what is wanted. Pay spot 
cash for ie) unpaid bills are a 
menace to co-operation. 

When the plant is ready for opera- 
tion select a first-class butter maker. 
The butter maker must be a 
peculiar man, He must . un- 
derstand every operation thoroughly, be 
familiar with the latest and best pro- 
cesses, and have sufficient tact to get 
along with a varied patronage. He 
must be able to educate ee. per- 
suading them to adopt the t methods 
of preducing milk. Dispose of your 
goods to reliable commission houses. It 
makes very little diftereuce which one, 
provided good weight is given and quick 
returns are made. Don't cha com- 
mission men; send your butter all to 
one house. 

One serious drawback to co-operative 
creameries is the fact that they break 
= easily and as a rule from very 

ight cause. lEndeavoring to promote 
harmony among the patrons and be 
slow to take offence, will often peeten 
rupture. In Delaware county, Wis., co- 
operative creameries have been a great 
success in all om, They have been 
the means of making farmers wealthy. 
Strive in all cases to produce better cows 
and better butter, and to give better 
care, and more money will surely come

The Latest Results in Pig Feeding. 


Whey for pigs has a higher feeding 
value, pound for pound, than turnips. 

Corn and skimmilk is great atuff to 
make pigs grow fast and fat, but the 
pork is rather soft ; hence substitute bar- 
ley for the corn when the pigs weigh 125 
ibs, and the quality of the flesh, if killed 
at 185 Ibs. weight, will be improved, and 
the shrinkage is no larger. Barley 
alone gave better results than when sun- 
flower-seed oil cake was substituted for 
part of it. One pound of barley equal- 
fed in pork-producing power six pounds 
of skimmilk, or 12 Ibs. of whey. 
Yo i weighbi 
ee Fequired ae 3 
grain or its equivalent in milk or whey 
to make one pound increase; at 150 to 


200 lbs, about five pounds was needed, 
and old hogs weighing over 200 lbs con- 


sumed six to six and a half pounds of | f 
pound 


grain for each of increase in 
weight. The animals ate but slightly 
more in winter than in summer, but it 
required nearly balf a pound more grain 
feed for one pound of grain in winter 
than in summer. 

There was no marked difference 
between the food required per pound 
of grain on light and heavy feeding. 
Nor was there any difference between 
the rate or cost of grain in barrows or 
tows.

This will afford protection from 
rabbits. borers, sheep, mice and sunscald, 
and will last a time at a cost of a 
half-cent a qeer. have used this pro-

VENEZUELA'S GREAT RAILROAD. 


Be tee 


After Travetifag Twenty.Pour Miles You 
Are Six Millea frem Year Starting 
Peint. 


This is one of the most remarkable 
railrGads in the world. It is the railroad 


between Caracas, the capital of Vene 
zuela, and its port, La Guayra, As the 
bird flies, the two towns are only about 

x miles rt, but the railroad that 
— them is nearly twenty-four miles 
long. Caracas is a deep valley, but it 
is two-thirds of a mile higher than La 

uaira, and the mountains between 
them are nearly 9,000 feet high. 

So the railroad train, that never ex- 

. five or six very light cars, 
winds al the ipitous flanks of 
the moun th up one side of a 
valley and down the other, darts 
L up its 
sinuous way until finally the

He clas- 
sifies the twenty arrondissements as 
very r, poor, comfortable, very com- 
fortable, rich, and exceptionally rich. 
There are six sections and arrondisse- 
ments in which nearly all of the “very 
poor” live, and in these the birth rate 
per thousand women runs from Menil- 
montant, with 116, down to Montmartre 
with 100, the average being 109. 


of births is 95; In the six where people 
in “comfortable” circumstances live the 
rate is 72; while in the three arron- 
dissements that are classed as “very 
comfortable” it is but 65.

To offend him, to refuse to deliver over 
the tax money, ie to suffer merciless

“The consuls to whom we appealed 
urged our undelayed departure.

“*Tell thy friends when thou return- 
est that His Majesty is most anxious 
to protect travellers’—this was the mes- 
he sent—and te prove his sincerity 
has invented a new punishment to 
frighten all.’ As inquiry on my part 
developed the information that no 
blood would be shed at this perform- 
ance for our benefit, I did not hesitate 
to follow the summons. :

There was once a time when glass 
|} Was used only for window panes and 
| mirrors, but since then \it has devel- 
|oped into many different fields. By 
|means of « valuable toughening pro- 
/ceas, recently discovered, glass may 
jnuw be moulded into lengths and used 
}a8 railroad ties, Such ties have their 
| advantages. They are light, easily trans- 
|ported, rather cheap, have even sur- 
| faces and will not decay like wood ties. 
|Glass rails are also produced by this 
same toughening process. It is there- 
fore possible to have a complete glass 
railway. The glass railea are turned 
out in sizes and shapes similar to those 
of the ordinary steel street raila. They 
are far tougher and resist the action 
of the elementa more successfully than 
steel, There is reason to believe before 
long that we shall be able to ride in 
lass cars on glass rails laid on glass 
ties. 

All of us are familiar with the glass 
pavements used in certain sidewalks 
in order to admit light to a basement. 
This glass is of the same kind that is 
used in the manufacturing of . glass 
“ grindstonea.” These are used for fine 
work on the most delicate instruments. 
They are much harder than the ordin- 
ary stone used for grinding purposes. 

An enterprising manufacturer of glass 
at Liverpool, England, has succeeded 
in advertising his business in a very 
clever manner. He built a factory of 
glass bricks and laid it with a heavy 
glass floor. The roof was shingled with 
glass shingles; glass journal boxes were 
provided for his machinery, and as 4 
fitting climax to this glassy perform- 
ance, he added 

A GLASS CHIMNEY, 
105 feet high, buii waotly of glass 
bricks, This is said te be one of the 
lightest and most substantial factory 
buildings in all England. It is also fire- 
proof. 


One of the most curious inventions of 
the last few years is platinized glass. 
A piece of glass is coated with an ex-

Various tricke have been played with 
this device in France. In one of t 
&@ person, seeing what appears to be an 
ordinary window, approaches to look at 
|himself. A sudden Shenae in the mech- 
anism sends light through the glass 
from the back, whereupon it instantly 
becomes transparent and the spectator 
finds himself confronted by some gro- 
| glass. figure hidden behind the magic

| is that of a powder used for sprinkling 
jthe hair. This practice, however, is

BREAD OF THE NATIONS. 


MATERIALS WHICH FURNISH MAN 
THE STAFF OF LIFE 


Wheates Bread t© Comparatively Litete 
Peed. Bee, Riese. Indien dere. the Pine 
Tree, Baeanas, aed Fiattain Pretide 
Wemeantty With fa Meat Peewertast 
Foed—in Spite ef the Bible *tatement

It is a curious and interesting study 
to compare the various materials which 
serve the different nations of the world 
as the basis of their bread. In Enzland 
wheaten bread is within the reach of 
all, and takes ite place a» readily as 
man’s natural food that rarely a 
thought is given to the fact that, after 
all. only the inhabitants of a «mall 
portion of the earth's surface enjoys 
such a food. It is only, too, during the 
last century that wheaten bread bas 
become altogether general in England ; 
for Eden, in his “State of the Poor,” 
written in 1797, says, referring to 
Cumberland: “It is only a rich fam- 
ily that used a peck of wheat in the 
course of the year, and that was used 
at Christmas.” If visitora came at 
other seasons they were regaled on 
thick oatcake. But about this time 
English laborers in the Midlands and 
in the south began to refuse to eat 
common bread—made of wheat, rye. 

barley, in equal proportions—saying 

“they had lost their rye teeth,” and 

they demanded wheaten loaves instead. 

A century earlier than this barley and 

rye bread were always eaten. Charles 

I. speaks of the “poor sort of people 

w } usual bread was barley.” 

But although, at the present day, 
wheat is used across the mid-tempeérate 
zone, in more northerly districts, and 
in some parts of Germany, rye replaces 
it. Rye bread is less nutritious than 
wheaten, and has a more distinctive 
flavor. The well-known German “Pum- 
ernickel” is rye bread. Although at 
inst its dark color and sour, curious 
taste render it unpalatable to English 
folk, yet, if compelled to eat it for a 
short time, they acquire a distinct ‘lik- 
ing for it.

As we 
pass from the mid-temperate zone 
southwards we find bread materials ap- 
pearing. In parts of Italy and Spain 
chestnuts are cooked, und into meal, 
and used both for making bread and 
thickening soup. Millet is a in of 
much service in the south of Europe ; 
while certain varieties known as 
“durra”’ and “sorghum” furnish a very 
white flour, making capital bread, 
the natives of India, 
Arabia, and Asia Minor. Millet a 
further interest for us because it is 
credited with being the earliest grain 
used in the art of bread making, an 
art so ancient that its origin is lost 
in obscurity. The most primitive bread 
was simply a tough paste made by mix- 
ing flour, water, and milk, such paste 
serving as bread even at the present 
day in the caravans traversing the des- 
erts of Northern Africa.

‘aya Falls to be derived from the tub- 
ra the manioc or cassava plant—the 
plant to which we owe our tapioca. The 
South American natives likewise use 
it. Curiously h. the mani tulb- 
ers are a fatal poison when eaten in 
the raw atate, but a’ good and nutritious 
food if steeped in water previous to 
using. The right way to prepare this 
bread is to soak the white, soft roots 
several days, thus washing out the poi- 
son, pick the fibres out, ee. grind ine 
to fi 
loaves. These have a sweet, insipid 
taste to Europeans. From the pith and 
roots We now pass on to succnient fruits 
serving as bread. First in this categor 
is the banana. This plant grows wil 
great luxuriance in the tropma, and its 
cultivation is one of the simplest kind. 
It is also stated that, so far as actual 
productivences as food is concerned, the 
“anana surpasses all other plants; and 
given a certain area of bananas and 
a similar sized area of wheat; « far 
larger number of persons can be su 
ported on the former than on the lat- 
ter. The unripe food is dried in the 
aun and reduced to flour, and the aweet 
bread therefrom is excellent and very 
nutritious, 

The plantain, a near relative of the 
banana, though with a richer and more 
luscious fruit, also serves a large por- 
tion of mankind for bread; in fact 
the banana and plantain are the chief 
food of millions in the tropics. The 
plantain fruit is not, however, hong ee | 
reduced to meal, but, instead, ripe frui 
is roasted or boiled, and then eaten as 
we eat a loaf of wheaten bread. It is 
said that three dozen plantains are 
equivalent to the afmount of bread re- 

uilred by one man during a week. 
Thus, in’ such luxuriant regions, a

the gain is not all on thelr side, for, 
probably, it ia to this very struggle 
hat we owe our greater civilization. 
But by far the most remarkable fruit, 
from the “bread” point of view, is that 
which bears the very name of bread- 
fruit.

@ beautiful white pulp—the edible part.

Ottawa, Jan. 24.—The annual re- 
port of the Postmaster-General, 
which was distributed to-day in the 
House,shows that 107,565,000 letters 
passed through the mails during the 
year ending June 30,1895.

In the city of Toronto the delivery 
numbered 16,352,542; in Montreal, 
4,075,718 ; in Hamilton, 2,870,410; 
in Ottawa, 1,947,726 ;and in London, 
1,715,350. On June 30, 1895, the 
number of post-offices in operation 
in the Dominion was 8,832, an ih- 
crease as compared with 1894 of 168. 
One thousand two hundred and fifty- 
three miles of new mail routes have 
been added during the year. The 
annual mail travel, however, shows 
a reduction from 30,851,179 miles 
for 1894, to 30,351,115 miles for the 
year ending June 30, 1895. There 
was an increase during the year in 
the value of postage stamp sales, ot 
$75,999. In registered letters there 
was a decrease, due to the increased 
facilities afforded for transmission 
of money by telegraph orders, and 
by orders issued by the express

Ten 
ofthem are equal in value to one ten- 
cent piece which is also a unit—a dariv- 
one. Ten ten-cent pieces are equal 
toone dollar etc., The unity of number 
work continued in Subtraction is illus- 
trated by first asking what muat be 
added to 6 to produce 8 rather than what 
is the remainder if 6 be taken from &. 
In Multipication the unity is shown by 
the union of a series of parts of equal 
value. This gives\rise to two or more 
factors, What wat called the sum is 
now termed the Multiplicand. How 
often must 6 be taken as addend to pro- 
duce 48? The unity is continued in 
Division. Factors /figure largely in 
number work. Elucidate and drill upon 
the production of similar equal results 
whatever be the order of the factors. 
The mental operations are cor-relative 
if not identical.” In beginning number 
work, keep figures out of sight. As 
ayinbols of number, use words before 
figures at first. In practical work. lead 
on gradually from point to point till a 
suitable type question involving certain 
principles is constructed as the joint 
work of teacher and pupil. Deal next 
with solution and proof.

Town grade, a clear track, an ony | 
siding seven miles ahead, No, % out of | 
the way, seventy pounds of air, twenty | 
empties and a caboose behind. the fire

® fresh pipeful of tobacco, a bright, 
crisp morning, steam shut off, the loco- 
motive sliding down the slant with only 
the noise of rumbling machinery and 
the rush of sixty-five tona of metal, 
and « breakfast but half an bour off, 
are conditions which {ll the heart of 
the engineer in the ogb with « raptur- 
ous love of life and moverment. Like an 
enormous tolmyzan the freight train 
@lides down the incline, swaying and 
creaking, jolting and jumping on the 
curves, but mot a puff or hiss from the 
engine. Then comes the drome of the 
whistle, the grinding of the brake shoes 
on the wheela as the air ie pat on, 
thtwe of four impatient yaps from the 
locomotive, a awitch is thrown, and the 
magnificent machine draws ahead alow- 
ly and with dignity om to the siding. 

It was an old engineer who said, pat- 
ting the great driving wheel: ‘Electric 
motor may take the place of steam 
locomotives some day, but they never 
will bé as handsome.” 

He spoke from his heart, for to the 
engineer and fireman a locomotive is 
the greatest, the most magnificent, the 
finest, the moet intelligent, and near- 
est approach to . 

A HUMAN BEING 
in the mechanical world. The engin- 
ser speaks of his engine as “her.” He 
encourages her, and chides her, and 
sometirnes swears at her when she is 
“oranky.” 

He protecta her from stiff joints with 
the finest of lubricating oil; she is 
fed with the best of coal, and bedecked 
with brilliantly polished brass and cop- 
per fittings. He watches over her 
with a jealous guardianship, and hu- 
mors and caresses her constantly. He 
is sad when she does not reciprocate 
his affection, and lauds her unstint- 

when she is good. 

This enthusiasm of the engineer is 
shared to some extent by every man 
who stands beside a locomotive, It is 
fascinating to the average asimirer, be- 
cause it is mysterious. The beautiful 
proportioned and massive construction 
excite adoration because they appeal 
to the eye, but the rods, pipes, valves, 
link motion, bell cranks, levers, and 
other parts of its anatomy are beyond 
the common understanding. : 

Yet a locomotive is but two stationa 
engines mounted on wheels whic 
also carry the boiler, fire box, pump, 
and attendants. If anything, it is more 
siraple in construction than some of the 
triple expansion or compound Corliss 
valve engines which are bolted to 
foundations in a machine shop or a 
great factory. There are thousands of 
stationary engines equipped with re- 
versing gears almost identical with 
those used on a locomotive, and the 
steam valve of a locomotive is a simple 
sliding valve. ; : 

The locomotive consists, first, of its 
boiler, which is solidly attached to the 
two steam oylinders in front. The 
cylinders are bolted firmly to the frame 
of the running gear. The back part 
of ‘the boiler stands between and over 
the driving wheels, and over it la the | 
cab, which protects the engineer and 
firaman from the weather. — 

The furnace, or fire ‘box, is part of 
the boiler, in that it is not a separate 
and outside furnace, and the sides of | 
the furnace are formed by the water | 
legs of the boiler, which comes down 
to below the grate bars. This gives 
the rear end of the boiler a shape like 
a keyhole. : 

The hump or dome on top of the boil- 
er nearest the engine cab is

j}and from this dome the dry steam is 


taken to the steam cylinders through 
@ pipe which passes through the boiler 
and divides into two pipes under the 
That part of the boiler 
which begins under the snrokestack 
and extends to the pilot or “cowcatch- 
is called the “smoke box,” and in 
it is a wire netting which catches the 
sparks and cinders, 

The “exhaust” steam from the cyl- 
inders passes up through an exhaust 
pipe which does not quite reach the bot~ 
ton of the atack inside of the smokebox, 
80 that the steam, forced out of the ex- 
baust in puffs, makes a draught which 
sucks the air through the grate bars 
in the bottom of the firebox to perfect 


| combustion. . 


in the dome end of the steam pipe 
which conveys the steam from the 
dome to the cylinders is a valve, which 
is opened and closed by a rod that 
passes back to the engine cab. This is! 
the “throttle valve” and when the en- | 
gineer says he has “thrown her wide 
open,” be means that he has pulled 
back the “starting bar’ so far that the | 
valve in the dome is opened as far ‘as 
it will go, and tne cylinders are getting 
all of the steam that it is possible to 
give them. The engineer keeps his hand

*on the lever of the starting bar, or, as 


it is commonly called, the “throttle.” 
The lever which comes up, almost touch- 
ing his knee, is the reversing lever. [It 
is similar in design, but much more fin- 
ished in workmanship and of handsom- 
er proportions, to the grip lever in a 
calle car, 

At its lower end it is held by a ateel 
nin to the frame and moves back and 
forth. An arched piece of flat steel 
cut in the upper edge, 
ealled the “sector,” is used to hold the 
reversing lever in any position desired, 
for a steel tongue, raised and lowered 
by a lever which extends down the 
handle of the reversing lever, fits into 
the notches and thus holds the revers- 
ing lever. The reversing lever moves 
the “reach” far back and forth, and 
the reach bar is connected with the 
link motion. - - 

The link motion is a device by which 
the engineer can let steam in at either 
end of the cylinder, and thus start his 
engine ahead or reverse it. This is done 
by two eceentric rods, the “forward 
and “backward,” which by suitable me- 
chanism that must be seen to be under. 
stood actuate the sliding valve in the |

AMUSEMENTS ON THE PLAGAS. 
Sunday was a gala day in the pictur- 
esque Monterey. All the children,

EXPERTS AT CHEMISTRY. 


Germans Lead the Werld tn the Bysitetam 
ef the Laberatery. 

“Made in Germany” ia now the ree- 

trade-mark for chemicals 
throughout the world, says the Lon- 
don Telegraph. The dyes and by-pro- 
ducts derived from coal tar have be- 
come # classical instance, or, as Badon 
would heve said, a glaring example. As 
we have stated, the fatherlanders have 
captured these trades from us. Go to 
Elberfield, and what do we aeef At 
the Farbenfabriken. besides first-class 
works, we are shown a laboratory un- 
surpassed, perhaps not equalled, in Lon- 
den, and employed in research or in 
the business there are sixty high-class 
chemists. In the Badische Anilin und 
Sedafabrik seventy-eight chemists are 
engaged. An expert witness told the 
Gresham commission that six skilled 
chemists was the maximum number em- 
ployed in any English color works, if, 
indeed, there were so many. These 
men are unceasingly active in research. 
The price to pay for progress is eternal 
vigilance. Every bint from England, 
France, America or Italy is tried ; every 
new material tested; every hopeful pro- 
coms patented. The great works at 
Hochst made in 1890 from 1700 to 1800 
colors, they employed 3000 hands, sev- 
enty chemists and twelve engineers. A 
firm in Offent@ch with 300 workers 
had forty-five investigators. 
_ The lesson that, has been driven home 
in the fatherland is that industrial pro- 
cesses carried on upon a lgrge scale 
give great chances for discovery. Just 
as gas making gave aniline so the soap 
boilers’ lye yielded iodine, the waste of 
salt gardens bromine, the mother liq- 
uors from the springs Caesium and rubi- 
diom, the acid chambers selenium and 
thallium, the mines and metallurgical 
works gallium and germanium. There- 
fore the “chemiker,” on the other side 
of the Rhine, is always looking out for 
something new. He found it in the 
benzidine and azo dyes, the former giv- 
ing Congo red and chrysamin, “the most 
important discovery of modern times so 
far as cotton dyeing ia concerned.” In 
short, as Dr. Ostwald has said, it is now 
a firm article of belief that “the secret 
of German industrial chemistry is the 
recognition that acienceis the best prac- 
tice.” In England it is reatly to be 
feared there still lingers faith in “tha 
rule of thumb.” 


ROYALTY’S SIMPLE LIFE

A Copenhagen correspondent gives 
the following account of court life at 
the Castle of Bernstorff, where thirteen 
royal personages are staying, although 
the castle is not so much larger than a 
gentleman's country seat. The Dow- 
ager-Empress of Russia is satisfied with 
two small and very aimply furnished 
‘rooms, the Princess of Wales has only 
one room, and the Greek — — 
two. In spite of the want of room the 
two eldest daughters of the Danish 
royal family prefer living at Bernatorff, 
as they were educated there and spent 
their youth there, playing as children 
tn the park. Court life in Bernstorff 
i very simple. All rise early and as- 
semble at 8 o'clock in the Queens’ apart- 
ments,where breakfast is served. Lunch- 
eon is at 1 o'clock, and afterwards 
walks and drives are taken; while ‘the 
younger members of the royal family 
play tennis on the great lawn in front 
of the castle. 

The Princess of Wales and the Dow- 
ager Empresas generally walk out to- 
gether, and when they are tired take 
the first cab they meet and drive back 
to Bernstorff.. The gentlemen ride,and 
while the Prince of Wales is there large 
shooting parties are arranged. Five 
o'clock tea is served in the Queen's 
rooms, and dinner is at 7, when there 
are generally five or six courses. The 
evenings are spent in the Queen's 
apartments. The Princess of Wales 
and her imperial sister take their seats 
at the grand piano which stands inthe 
middle of the room. It is a very valu- 
able instrument, a gift from t late 
Czar to bis mother-in-law. The you 
English Princesses sing old Englis 
songs. The gentlemen generally play 
cards in adjoining rooms. Queen Louise 
is passionately fond of music. She is a 
brilliant pianist, and her daughters have 
inherited her talent. The Princess of 
Wales especially is a most zealous 
player. At 11 the roves wendy ¢ retires 
to rest, and when the castle clock 
strikes midnight only the tramp of the 
sentry in front of the castle breaks the 
stillness.

Care of.Lamps. 


The dependence upon lamps to for- 
nish light and chear beoomes rather dis 


agreeable if they are not kept im the | aro prepared in them 


most perfect order. 
“ll lamps which are in constant use 
should be emptied end thoroughly 
cleaned and waabed. inside as well aa 
outside, in strong, hot soapauds 
First wash the chimney with a soft 
cloth in clean, warm water, using very 
little soap; rinse and dry with a clean 
cloth, preferably. sume old soft calico, 
as it leaves no lint on the glass. For 
(ae bowla and burners of the lamps 
use strong, hot soapeuds. Wash well, 
rinse in cleah warm water and wipe 
very carefully in order to have them 
thoroughly dry before the lamp ia put 
together again. Many people think 
this is unnecessary work, but in only 
one week much sediment collecta in the 
hettem of a lamp, and the burner be- 
comes quite black. No matter how good 
* lamp may be, or how expensive, 4 
fom clear light cannot be expected 
wit heut proper care being. given it. 

New wicks are often very harsh and 
do not burn readily when first put in. 
This defect can be remedied by thing 
them. for a few minutes in water to 
which a few pinches of borax have been 

ded They should then be rinsed 
and hung up to dry thoroughly. Be- 
fore inserting in the burner, dip in 
kerosene. It is a good idea to never 
cuta wick. Turn the burned part 
above the tube and scrape off with a 
match.

None but the experienced can 
fully understand the difficulties which 
surround the young housekeeper, how- 
ever practiced she may be. when trana- 
planted from a growing family to her 
new home. For the benefit of all such 
is appended a few suggestions and dl- 
rections which have special bearing to- 
ward economy, and venture the aaser 
tion’that the bride is to be pitied who 
does not need or who doea not wish to 
practica economy.

This 
quantity will fill a tin gem pan of 8 
cups; butter the pan and bake in a 
quick —_— bohaae should be ‘ very 
light and spongy. an iron pan is 
cmd it must be heated very hot be- 
fore the batter is put in. Gems oan be 
made on top of the stove in iron 
pans by turning as griddle cakes. Use 
a fork to turn, make the patter thinner 
and fill the cups only half full. A hot 
gem makes a wholesome dessert. by 
breaking in two and serving in half 
with’ canned strawberries or other juicy 
fruit. 

A quart of cream is. too little to put 
into a churn, but you can make butter 
by putting: it into a self-sealing half- 
gallon fruit can. Screw the lid on, 
put a folded towel in the bottom of” a 
wooden bucket, partly fill with cold 
water, let the can rock on the towel 
“churn” by holding on to the lid, giv- 
ing a motion similar to the swing or 
revolving churn. : :
